The pump is powered by an 


eight-pound battery pack de- 
signed to be worn around the 
patient's waist. The batteries 
must be recharged every eight 
hours.

Necessary in 
Fishing Pond 


Management is important if 


you want to keep a pond well 
stocked for fishing, says Calvin 
J. Caldwell, county Extension 
agent. 


Sometimes it is necessary to 


eradicate the existing fish and 
start over to get a good balance 
of fish. One such example was a 
2 
l/z acre pond belonging to T. M. 
McCorkle 
of 
Columbus 
in 


Hempstead 
County. McCorkle 


reported that fishing had not 
been good and asked the county 
Extension agent about the 
possibility 
of 
a 
complete 


eradication. 


Caldwell worked with Paul 


Choate of the Arkansas Game 
and Fish Commission and 
together they did a complete fish 
eradication. Twenty-two people 
were present to witness the kill 
and assist with netting the fish. 
To the surprise of most of the 
people, there was only one large 
bass weighing more than 9 
pounds, thousands of bream that 
were very small, and ap- 
proximately 400 bull-head catfish 
with an average length of about 
11 inches. There were no bass or 
bream of pan size in this pond. 
This is typical of a farm pond 
that has been stocked with fish 
more than 6 or 7 years, Caldwell 
said. In this case, the pond had 
been stocked with bass and 
bream 12 years ago. 


McCorkle plans to restock the 


pond with channel catfish in 
September.

fare payments for children in 
needy families if the children 
attend college, the Justice De- 
partment says. 


Solicitor General Erwin N. 


Griswold said Wednesday the 
aid cutoff is permissible under 
the 1935 Social Security Act 
even though it "may have the 
unfortunate effect of perpetu- 
ating 
poverty 
and 
of dis- 


couraging some of the most 
able children of deprived fami- 
lies from realizing their full po- 
tential." 


Griswold's 
statement 
was 


contained in a brief to the Su- 
preme Court which rules next 
term on an Illinois regulation 
stopping federal aid to depend- 
ent children at 18 if they are in 
college. 


The court will consider an ap- 


peal by two Illinois women who 
say the regulation is illegal, 
particularly 
since the state 


does not suspend aid to 18-year- 
olds in vocational or technical 
schools. 


In the same 
friend-of-the- 


court brief, the department also 
advised the court not to strike 
down an 
Indiana 
regulation 


barring aid to needy children 
until the father is absent from 
the home for at least six contin- 
uous months. 


Griswold said since Congress 


has not set a waiting period or 
rules one out, the states may 
act on their own.

Says 
Sponsored 
War in China

WASHINGTON (AP) - For 


20 years the United States has 
sponsored a secret war of es- 
pionage, sabotage and guerrilla 
activities on mainland China 
waged by Nationalist Chinese 
forces, two professional China 
watchers have told Congress. 


Dr. Allen S. Whiting of the 


University of Michigan's Center 
for Chinese Studies and Jerome 
A. Cohen, professor 
of East 


Asian I*gal Studies at Harvard 
Law School said such activities 
must end permanently or Presi- 
dent Nixon will fail 
in 
his 


"journey for peace" to Peking. 


They were joined by Dr. John 


K. Fairbank, director of Har- 
vard's East Asian Research 
Center, who contended China 
has remained essentially nonex- 
pansive over 2,000 years. He 
also downgraded China's ability 
to threaten its neighbors. 


"Their standard of living is 


still low and they have many 
prior demands 
on their re- 


sources," Fairbank said. 


"The American public, if it 


has 30 million handguns and 
other firearms for hunting and 
sport, may have as much fire- 
power as the whole Chinese 
army today ... The Chinese 
are never going to threaten this 
country."

Bumpers Says 8th Hope to Graduate 
Marianna 
Tension Eases 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Dale Bumpers said Wednesday 


he had received reports 
the racial tension in Mari- 
was "tempering consider- 
ably." 


Bumpers told newsmen that 


he was proud of the way the 
State Police had worked to keep 
the peace in the East Arkansas 
town. He said troopers stopped 
all but a few isolated incidents. 


The state Police force in 


Marianna was increased from 
12 to 41 Tuesday. The governor 
said the extra troopers were 
sent almost solely to protect an 
ABC television crew that filmed 
in Marianna Tuesday. 


The governor did not say 


what action his office was tak- 
ing to resolve the racial prob- 
lems in the city but he would 
continue to use the governor's 
office to attempt to solve the 
problem. 


Blacks have been boycotting 


white merchants in Marianna 
since June 10. 


Bumpers said his office would 


not become directly involved in 
negotiations between blacks and 
whites until his help was asked 
by both sides and they are 
ready to sit down and resolve 
the problem. 


On another subject, the gov- 


ernor said it might be possible 
for the state to send delegates 
to the 1972 Democratic Nation- 
al Convention without a popu- 
lar election in which 80 per cent 
of the delegates were elected, 
but it was discovered that the 
election date would not be held

Bumpers said he had been ad-

Cost Study 
by Arkla 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Public Service Commis- 
sion issued an order Wednesday 
calling for a study to be made 
to determine the cost to Arkan- 
sas I,ouisiana Gas Co. of pro- 
viding gas to its customers. 
• The order is a prelude to set- 
ting uniform natural gas tariffs 
for industrial customers of Ark- 
la. The tariffs would be based 
on the findings of the study. 


The order comes in the wake 


of a decision Monday by the 
PSC voiding individual con- 
tracts Arkla had with 48 big in- 
dustrial gas users, such as Ar- 
kansas Power & Light Co. Mon- 
day's ruling requires the estab- 
lishment of uniform tariffs. The 
PSC said the individual con- 
tract system was discrimina- 
tory. 


Pat Moran, the PSC chair- 


man, said the 
commission 


would hire a consulting firm to 
do the cost-of-service study. Af- 
ter the survey is completed, he 
said, the PSC will hold hearings 
on whether to adopt the consul- 
tant's findings. 


Moran estimated it might be 


six months to a year before the 
PSC adopts a tariff schedule.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


federal Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice, once an idol of environmen- 
talists, is a villain now in a 
classic waterway conservation 
battle. 


The focal point is a type of 


waterway modification called 
stream channelization. 


A House Government Oper- 


ations subcommittee has been 
holding hearings on the stream 
channelization problem, and the 
Soil Conservation Service 
is 


studying re-evaluations from its 
field offices of all its hundreds 
of authorized projects. 


Channelization practices of 


the Soil Conservation Service, 
and the U.S. Corps of Engi- 
neers, were deplored by a long 
string of state wildlife and con- 
servation officials, and repre- 
sentatives of conservation orga- 
nizations, in testimony before 
Rep. Henry Reuss' Government 
Operations subcommittee. 


But the hearings also dis- 


closed conflict within the gov- 
ernment itself. Nathaniel P. 
Reed, who took office in May

terior for fish,

parks, told the subcommittee: 


"Stream channelization proj- 


ects usually entail changing the 
physical shape of the stream 
bed and bank, regulating natu- 
ral stream How patterns and 
impounding or modifying the 
flood plain. 


"If the emphasis on these 


practices continues, the ulti- 
mate result will be the destruc- 
tion or serious degradation of 
valuable and irreplaceable nat- 
ural 
resources, 
including 


stream fisheries and wildlife in 
many bottom lands and water- 
courses." 


Taking note of this and other 


criticism of his agency, Admin- 
istrator Kenneth Grant of the 
Soil Conservation Service told 
the subcommittee, 
"Some of 


the commentary has been very 
emotional, and very narrow in 
focus." 


Channelization by the Soil 


Conservation Service most of- 
ten is designed to alleviate 
flooding and improve drainage. 


The service said that when 


projects authorized since 1960 
are completed, more than 12,- 
000 miles of waterways will 
have been channelized at a cost 
of more than $300 million.

SAIGON (AP) - The North 


Vietnamese broke the lull in 
the Vietnam war today with a 
string of attacks along the 
demilitarized zone. At least 15 
South Vietnamese and 26 North 
Vietnamese 
were 
reported 


killed. 


"This is the heaviest fighting 


in that region since the end of 
June," said Lt. Col. Le Trung 
Hien, a spokesman for the Sai- 
gon command, "but it is too 
early to say whether this is a 
new enemy offensive." 


The North Vietnamese made 


seven rocket and mortar at- 
tacks and three ground assaults 
on South Vietnamese positions 
along 
the 
DMZ. Informed 


sources said at least 15 South 
Vietnamese were killed and 21 
were wounded in the ground at- 
tacks. No casualty figures were 
given for the rocket and mortar 
attacks, but the Saigon com- 
mand said they were "light." 


The only U.S. casualties re- 


ported 
were 
two 
advisers 


slightly wounded in an assault 
on the Cam Lo military district 
headquarters. Nine South Viet- 
namese soldiers were killed 


Thursday, August 12, 1971 
and 11 were wounded there, 
and one Australian adviser was 
slightly wounded, field reports 
said. 


The bodies of 10 North Viet- 


namese were found inside the 
compound and on the barbed 
wire around it. 


The attack oft Cam Lo was 


the most damaging of the 
night. 


Attacking shortly after mid- 


night under cover of a mortar 
barrage, the sappers hit the 
Cam Lo district headquarters 
from all sides with close-range 
rocket grenades. Once inside, 
they ran around hurling satchel 
charges into buildings. 


U.S. planes dropped flares in 


an effort to illuminate the at- 
tacking force, and American 
helicopter gunships supported 
the defenders all night. Govern- 
ment troops launched a sweep 
of the area at daybreak. 


Cam Lo is about 10 miles 


south of the DMZ. 


North Vietnamese forces also 


South Vietnamese infantrymen 
in night bivouac near Fire Base 
Fuller, seven miles west of 
Cam Lo, and followed up with a 
ground attack. A communique 
said that six of the enemy were 
killed, and there were no South 
Vietnamese losses. 


Quang Tri Province, in which 


Cam Lo and Fuller are located, 
is considered a likely target if 
the North Vietnamese army 
launches a major drive, and a 
North Vietnamese buildup has 
been reported in the sector.
